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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because the description in the actual drawings overrun the 
boundary boxes. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



4. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. For demonstration purposes, in claim 6, a 
subset of examples of the idiomatic English in the claim is as follows: 'checking whether the 
compound word, idiom, colloquialism exist in the results of the device 300 or not' - where/how 
does the result 'exist', '(b)modulating the basic sentence elements' - how does one "modulate" 
sentence elements; 'of them' - what does "them" refer to?; "into the modulatory sentence 
elements if there are" - if there are what ?; 'and (c) converting a part of speech of them' - what 
does them refer to?, 'if it is needed' - what is "it"?, '(in this process, new converted word class 
being created)' - which "process" ?, etc., etc. The rest of claim 6 (as well as the other claims) 
contain similar problems. Furthermore, as apparent from the examples above, claims 6-10 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential 
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structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. Since the claims are replete with 
idiomatic English, the claim scope cannot be determined, and therefore the examiner will not 
attempt to interpret the current claim scope for art related examination purposes. 

Claims 7,9 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 paragraph as being vague and 
indefinite because these claims depend from claims that have been canceled. 

Lastly, examiner recommends the removal of drawing label numbers from the claim 
language. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Examiner notes that the references cited would all apply to the generic claim 
interpretation pertaining to language translation between English-Chinese based on part of 
speech, syllables, phonemes, interacting with dictionaries/databases. Examiner recommends a 
thorough review of the related art and to be mindful of such art when amending the claim 
language to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd rejections above.
